BEN GILLIAM MURDERED

Shot Down by Desperadoes While
Fearlessly Attempting to Defend
Employer's Propaerty.

Ben Gilllam. a son of Hon. Smith
Gilliam, one of Polk county's pionesar
Bheriffs, and a nephew of Mrs, Frank
Collinsof this city, was killed in Cobre,
Nevada, last Wednesday,while defend-
ing his employer’s store from a palr
of holdupmen. The following account
of the tragedy Is taken from the Walla
Walla Bulletin :

“Ben Gilllam was the only one of
the seven men io the store at the time
who did pot immediately obey -the
commandeof! the robbers to 'hold up
their hands, Instead, he reached for
hls gun, and received a bullet in the
head from & 38-40 Colt's automatie, in
the hands of one of the holdups,
Although he lived for about an hour
and a half, be did not regain con-
sclousness from the time he was shot,

“The holdup which resulted In his
death ocourred between 10 and 11
o'olock Wednesday night Beside
Mr, Gilliam, there were half a dogen
ranchers and railroad laborers in the
store at the time. Oune of the robbers
entered the store from the front and
the other from the rear, They pulled
their guns and demanded that every-
body hold up their hands,

“Gilliam was standing behind the
counter at the front of the store nnd
facing the rear. He did not see the
man who had entered from the front,
and thinking that he had butone man
to deal with, made a reach for his
gun. He wag immediately shot from
behind.

““He fell to the floor, and the robber
took another shot at him, in order to
make surethat bhe was not shamming,
This shot did not hit him, however,
and before he could fire a third, the
men in the room remonstrated with
him, saying that he had already
killed his man and that it was no use
to mutilate the dead.

** ‘8o you think he is dead, do yon?
said therobber, *‘Well, goaround and
flud out, if you don't want the same
dose,’

“He compelled one of the other men
in the store fo go behind the counter
and drag Mr, Gilllam's body out iato
the room, so that his partper could
cover him with the rest, In case he was
shamming. He then went to the cash
register and secured the eash, amoant-
Ing to about $1,200. They then backed
out and made their escape,

“Immediately after the robbers
departed, a switch engloe was started
for the next town 18 miles away, to
geoure a dootor, as there was no
physicianin Cobre. Beforatheengine
returped, however, Mr. Gilllam had
breathed his last. He dled without
regaining consclousness.

“Mr. Hillman secured the ald of a
party of Indian braves and as soon as
it was light enough the next morning,
started out on the trail of the robbers.
Although they hadsuccesded in get-
ting a good start, the Indians over-
hauled them and one of the desperad-
oca was killad, The other succseded
in makiog his escape,

“The bullet which killed Mr. Gilllam
was & 38 calibre. It entered the skull
on the left side, coming out at the rear
and slightly to the left, lodging in the
wooden wall of the building,

“T'he funeral of Mr. Gilliam will be
held from tho residence of Mr. and
Mra, W, 8. Gllllam, 315 Newell street,
at 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon, and
interment will be in the ety cometery.”
